C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

Negotiations  were  proceeding  throughout  the  year  for  the 
acquisition  of  rights  to  the  wells  at  Cilgellan  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  the  \ illage  of  Llanuwchllyn. , 

the  present  supply  from  pumps  is  liable  to  pollution  and  must 
be  considered  dangerous.  The  largest  village  in  the  district 
should  be  in  a position  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a wholesome  piped 
supply. 

Flans  were  also  prepared  for  a piped  supply  to  Cefnddwysarn, 
it  should'  be  possible  to  carry  out  this  work  in  the  near  future. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Pollution : 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  in  this  connection. 

Public  Cleansing : 

No  changes  in  previous  arrangements. 

Shop  and  Offices : 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  nor  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Camping  Sites: 

None  registered  in  the  district. 

Smoke  Abatement : 

No  action  ,taken  to  abate  nuisance  from  smoke,  etc. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools : 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  bathing  places  in  the 
district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs : 

No  action  was  taken  for  this  purpose. 

Schools : 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  remains  the  same  apart 
from  .the  provision  of  a piped  supply  to  Llawrbetws  School.  The 
following  schools  were  closed  for  the  periods  and  reasons  stated

Progress  in  carrying  out  the  proposed  re-housing  programme 
has  been  slow  and  difficult,  and  the  position  at  the  end  of  1938  was 
as  follows  : — 

Llandderfel. — Eight  houses  in  course  of  construction. 

Aremig. — The  Ministry  of  Health  have  refused  grants  for  the 
erection  of  2 houses,  although  several  houses  have  been  con- 
demned at  this  Village. 

Sarnaa. — Site  chosen  disapproved1  of  by  Inspector  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Other  sites  for  4 houses  are  being  investi- 
gated. 

Rhosygwaliau. — Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  site  for  4 
houses  were  only  recently  completed.  I,t  should  be  possible  to 
commence  building  operations  soon. 

Llanfor. — After  several  sites  had  been  investigated,  a suitable 
site  in  the  gardens  in  the  centre  of  the  Village  has  been  fixed  upon. 

Llanuwchllyn. — The  Council  has  failed  to  come  to  terms  for  the 
acquisition  of  land  for  the  erection  of  4 houses. 

Llawrbettws. — Here  also  failure  attended  the  Council’s  efforts 
to  secure  land  for  building  two  houses. 

E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

Milk  Supply  : 

There  are  48  registered  milk  dealers  in  the  district,  one  being 
licensed  to  sell  certified  milk  from  an  attested  herd. 

The  cowhouses  and  dairies  were  regularly  inspected'  and  re- 
ported upon  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Thirty-nine  samples  were  sent  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
lor  examination  of  Bacterial  content. 

Meat  and  Other  Food : 

Slaughter  houses,  meat  shops  and  bakehouses  were  periodically 
inspected.  No  carcases,  or  par.ts  thereof,  were  condemned  on 
account  of  tuberculosis  or  other  pathological  conditions
